Mr. Ford’s position is dif- 
ferent but no less difficult. As 
a member of t h e Warren 
Commission, he is a signatory 
to the official report that Os- 
wald was the solo slayer. 

Of .that seven-member 
bipartisan panel, only a few 
still live. For Mr. Ford to 
challenge their work is some- 
thing he finds unseemly. 

More importantly, Mr. Ford 
finds himself constrained by 
political factors. 

JFK's Death .. 
Indeed, he suspects some 
persons would accuse him as 
well as Sen. Kennedy of 
trying to capitalize politically 
on the mounting public interr 
est in a second look at John 
Kennedy’s death. ■ 

Yet, like Sen. Kennedy, who 
lunched privately the other- 
day with former CIA Director 
John McCone, the President 
is deeply concerned about rer 
cent developments. . 

■ Detailed studies of t b e 
Zap/uder film of the Dallas 
shooting suggest President 
Kennedy mighi have been the - • 
victim of a plot. 

The President said he 
would have the Rockefeller 
Commission look into allega- 
tions of CIA linkage to the 
Kennedy slaying in Dallas. 

Unfortunately, that is not 
likely to lay the matter to rest 
because the executive direc- 
tor of the Rockefeller Com- 
mission on CIA misconduct 
happens to be David W. Belin, 
who was an assistant counsel 
on the Warren Commission 
and is a stout believer in the 
single-assassin theory. • 

Since it’s clear that de 7 
mands for a new inquiry., into 
John Kennedy’s death are 
mounting, not diminishing, it 
may be time for Congress to 
reopen the case.
